My Reatfon ts, this 
Manifefto is a plain Froof, that he is not to be 
trufted, and that Earcpe can never be fafe, even 
tho’ he fhould have granted all that the Allies de- 
manded, fo long as he or his Succeffors are left in 
Pofleffion of fuch large Dominions, and of fach 
an ablolute Power ; for, confidertng the Maxims 
by which that Court has govern’d themfelves ever 
fince the Days of Lenis the X¥th, who laid the Foun- 
dation of that monftrous Tyranny, which his Suc- 
ceflors lave made Ufe of to opprefs their own Sub- 
jects, and invade their Neighbours, if ever a Peace 
be made, without reducing the abfolute Power of 
ihe French Monarchy, as foon as that Crown is a- 
ble to reftore thar decay'd Revenues, and that their 
Subjects have recover'd thenifelves in any Meaiure 
by fome Years of Peace, we have no Reafon to 
doubt, confidering the Natuie of that Government,

of France being fenfible, that the Chains of their 
Slavery nut for ever be wreath’d about their Necks, 
if their Kings continue fo richand powerful, they 
would be glad, for their own Safety, to leflen the 
Reverucs of thar Crown, by abating the Impofi- 
tions upon our Commodities, which their Kings 
will never do, if it be in their Power to hinder it; 
and confidering, that the high Impot!s upon Erench 
Commodities are to be continu d here for fo many 
Years, to anfwer our Parliamentary Credit, we 
fhould not in that Cafe be put to the Trouble of 
ificniug, thofe Impotts fo much for the Sake of our 
ftradce, as to imke other Taxes upon our felves ne- 
ccilary to make good thofe Funds; and fince the 
icflenmmng of French Impofts would give our Com- 
modities, that are neceflary to the French, a greater 
Currency in that Country, and fave Money in their 
own Pockets, imftead. a expending it to feed the 
Asbitton of their Monarchs, we have no Reafon 
to doubt, but the States of France would willingly 
agree to it, asthey would alfo to the reftoring the 
Edict of Nantz, aud deliver a Million of Souls now 
groaning under a barbarous Perfecution, which the 
incurable Bigotry cf the French Court, and their 
Clergy, will never otherwife agree to.
